Cervices at 
^ Baptist Church 


Rev. Robert Whitaker, the Evange- 


list, preached another great sermon at 
the Baptist church last night. His 
text was "A Wise Alan's Heart Is at 
His Right Hand, But a Fool's la at 
His Left." 


The evangelist called the attention 


of his congregation, that the meaning 
of the text had" no reference to the 
location of the. physical heart in the 
body, but had reference to the great 
principles of feeling and action. 


After a very clever setting forth of 


the meaning of the text, Mr. Whitaker 
said, "a fool is like a field, where good 
seed is sown on poor soil, or where 
poor seed Is sown on good soil; hut a 
wise man is like a field where good 
seed is sown on good soil. 


A fool is like an engine with steam 


in the boiler, but no hand on the lever, 
or a hand on the lever, but no steam 
in the boiler; but a wise man is like 
an engine, with steam in the boiler and 
a hand on the lever. 


A man to be wise must be balanced. 


He must be enthusiastic in feeling 
and have an action to suit It, in other 
words he must have his heart at his 
right hand. 


The right hand Is the symbol ot 


power, of courage, of decision. 
The 


heart is the seat of emotion, of feeling, 
of affection. The heart and the hand 
must -work together for the accom- 
plishment of the world's and 
the 


Lord's work. 


The speaker used one of Coleridge's 


figures, in which he represents a ship 
manned by dead men, then declared 
that some churches were composed 
of dead men; they have dead men In 
the pulpit, they have a dead choir, 
dead deacons, dead trustees, dead peo- 
ple in the pews; no enthusiasm, no 
power, no heart at their right hand. 
He said further that there was such a 
thing as having all feeling and no 
action; many felt that they ought to 
accept Jesus Christ and live strong, 
courageous lives, but they had no right 
hand to put it into action. There Is 
enough feeling, and enough power in 
the church of Jesus Christ to stop all 
the saloons of the land If they could be 
harnessed together at the poles. There 
is enough feeling and power to cap- 
ture the world for Christ If It could 
be harnessed together for one mighty 
effort for God. The sermon closed 
with a strong appeal 
for men and 


women to seek the wisdom that places 
their heart at their right hand. At 
the close of the service some eight 
or ten persons came forward to con- 
fess their faith in Jesus as their Lord. 


The afternoon Bible Class is larger 


this week than last and Is being great- 
ly enjoyed by all who attend. 


The meetings for boys and girls are 


well attended and great good Is being 
done in this line. 


Tonight Mr. Whitaker will speak 


at the usual hour and on Friday night 
his topic will be "Heads I Win, Tails 
You Lose." 


The ordinance of baptism will be 


administered to several candidates on 
Friday evening.
